HERE is a Wearinefs of the 
> Spirit, as well as of the Flefh. 
To Jxbour without Hope, ex- 
ceeds the Powers of human Na- 
ture. Patience and Perfeverance 
SHtetis © fink under a Repetition of fruit- 
va MSD leis Experiments. And when 
Men either find or apprehend the Torrent to be irre- 
fiftable, they are apt, thro’ Peevifhnefs of Defpon- 
dency, to throw down the Oars, and give Way to 
it ; tho’ thereby they avow themfelves to be both 
weak and miferable. 

Vexation ever follows Difappointment; and ’tis 
as natural to avoid Pain, as to purfue Pleafure: 
‘There is no Room to wonder, therefore, that Gen- 
tlemen who have efpous’d the Caufe of their Coun- 
try with the utmoft Zeal, and Spirit, at the Begin- 
ning of a Seffion, fhould, ina Manner, give it up 
at the End; and retire to their Seats, more than half 
difpos’d, to wreftle with Opprefliun and Corruption 
no more. 

But, unfortunately, Difappointment is to be 
found in Reft, as well as Aion: A Man may be 
fruftrated of Repofe in Solitudes, as well as of Suc- 
cefs in Senates. He that has once fincerely, and 
earneftly, devoted himfelf to the Service of his Coun- 
try, can never ceafe to be concern’d for her Prof- 
perity: That Concern will produce Curiofity : He 
will enquire after her Condition ; and when he finds 
jt more and more wretched, when he finds the 
Diktrefles of the Publiccoming home to his very 
Doors, perhaps burfling in on every Side, he wil} 
feel himfelf prompted to return again to her Sue- 
cour; nay, oblig’d to do fo, for his own Sake, and 
tor the Sake of his Polterity ; and to put in his 
Proteft at leaft, againft the Motives, Means, and 
Inftruments of her Calamities, 

In very Deed, many a Game, -becaufe intricaté 
or ill underftood, has been loft, by throwing up 
the Cards in a Fit of Phrenzy: None but he that 
knows all Things, can point out the precife Day 
and Hour when the good Genius of a Nation for- 
fook her Charge, and the Evé/ took Pofleffion. 

Where the Conftitution is happy, however fhock’d, 
or corrupted, or abus’d, there is Room for variety 
of Practice: And when that of the College has been 
exhaufted, Recourfe fhould be had even to the Pi// 
and Drop: It being more eligible to be faved by a 
Quack, than to be difpatch’d in a regular Way. 

No private Voice either can or ought to give the 
Patient over; or draw the Curtains round her, as if 
her Condition was fitter for Meditation than Affif- 
ance. 

There isa Crifis in the Difeafes of the Body-Po- 
litic, of fo flrange a Nature, that the worft symp- 
toms are the beft ; and the very Extremities of the 
Patient make Way for her Recovery: But then 
every one muft be feduloufly and anxioufly watch’d ; 
and the Phyfician muft be always at Hand, with alf 
his Remedie, about him. Nature may do mech, 
but with Affiftance more. Neglect is fatal: For 
when Health and Spirit wait for Admittance, if the 
Door is open’d to receive them, a Moment too 
late, Death enters, and Hope is at an End, 

In plain Engl, for it is high Timé to make 
Ute of no other Language, there isa Period, when 
Minifters may be too extravagant, when their Tools 





may be too corrupt, when a People may be over- ) be made evident as Sunthine; ‘Phat, on the one 


loaded: Things may be done of fo impudent a Na- 
ture as fcarce a Pretence can be found to colour, 
as none can be found to iuftify ; Meafures may be 
openly purfued, that have an open and felf-evident 
Tendency to beggar a Nation ; Demands may be 
made in Support of thefe Meafures, that the moft 
Harden’d may blufh to hear, that the moft Profti- 
tute may difdain to patronize, that the moft Defpe- 
rate may tremble to engage in: And when fuch a 
Period fhould arife, it would be indifpenfably necet- 


the Public; to take Advantage of the daring Iniqui- 
ties of fome, of the Relentings of others; of the 
various Difpofitions within Doors and Refentments 
without 5 and out of the Midft of Oppreffion and 
Ruin to work out Deliverance and Safety. 

I willeven take upon me to fay, without de- 
fcending to Particulars; which I hope will {peedily 
be the Work of fome other Hand, that our own 
Cafe is of this extraordinary Nature. We have 
had the good Luck to fall into the Talons of thofe, 
who have not only. made us feel, in the moft fen- 
fible Manner, that all we have is at the Mercy of 
*e*e*E®, but have glory’din it; ard who have ac- 
cordingly made an Affignment of that ALL, to the 
Ufe and Behoof of the faid ——, as the Price of 
their own Power and Greatnefs. - 

This furely is bringing Things to that happy Ex- 
tremity which, by rendering them intollerable, 
renders them curable. “here is a Bafhfulnefs that, 
toa certain Stage, even attends on Wickedne(s. 
As lomg as Men are under Cover, they may proceed 
in their Iniquities without Remorfe: But when 
Day-light breaks in upon them, and thediity Track 
they are purfuing is made apparent, Shame ittelf 
puts a Stop to their Journey. 

Sunk as we are in Spirit, loft as we are alike to 
Virtue and Glory, abandon’d and profiigate as we 
are become, when the Proofs of fuch a criminal 
Transfer fhould become notorious and undeniable, 
we thould take Fire, I think, at the Infult, and that 
would be the Fruit of Rage, which ought to be of 
Reafon. 

To be made over as a Property, is what the 
meaneft State in the Univerfe would not brook {rom 
the Mightieft, without Indignation inexpreflible. 
What then muft be the Refeatinents of one of the 
Mightieft, thus fubjeéted to the Doininion of the 
Me.nett ? 

Mr. Locke, in his Chapter of the Diflolution of 
Government, treats in fo ftrong a Manner of the 
Delivery of a People into the Subjection of a 
forcign Power, cither by the Prince or by the Le- 
giflative, that I fhall rather chufe to reter than 

uote; inthe Perfualion that we ftill dare act as 
freély and fentibly as he could write. 

But, if this Pesfuation of mine is over fanguin or 
over charitable ; if it fhould prove, on the contrary, 
that the Back is fitted by Ule and Habit to the 
Burthen, and that we had rather grumble and bear 
it, than ftruggle, and be fet free trom it; ftill the 
Experiment ihould be madc, and we ought to draw 
our Conclufions from the Matter of Faét, rather 
than Conjecture, 

To know the worft that can happen, affords 
fome Degree of Confolation ; a Staté of Uncer- 
tainty, is a State of Milery. If, therefore, we are 
‘fo thoroughly bafe and contemptible as to fabmit to 
the Yoke, by our own A&t and Deed, and indent 
ourfetves to be the Gibeonites of *#*#*** jer ic

And, if it is thus abfurd and feand ous to ap- 
prove iniquitous Meafures, how much more feanda- 
lous and ablurd would it be to surrory thea? It 
is fo génefally known, that ts almolt needles to 
mention, that, our Kings formerly were too aodett 
to ask for Arps, without premifing to thor Subs 
sects that, 1x Recompencer, they fhould have 
their GRIEVANCES REDRESS'P. Tlie was then 
the great User of PARLIAMENTS, and flall we 
give way to fo lamentable a Reverfe, as to ray tor 
theConrinuance of them, and furmill the very 
Means of our own Unnorne ? 

Hence arifes another Argument for EARLY Ar- 
TENDANCE, which I will introduce, by obferving,

FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 
GERMANY. 

Vienna, OF. 17. Yellerday Morning there was 
acecat Conference held at Count Sturemberg’s, on 
Accoint of cotam Difpatches which the Court 
had reeciv’d from Italy and Bavaria. ‘There arrive 
here, almoft every Day, 39 or 40 Pruflian Deler- 
ters, among whom are feveral fubaltern Officers ; 
moft of them enter into the Service of the Queen, 
and, at their own Requeft, are fent iato Italy. 
‘Phe latt Advices we had from) the Army in Bohe- 
mia, tay, that Prince Charles was to pafs the 
Moldiw on the 1gth, over tix Bridees, in order to 
cut off the King of Pruffia’s Communication with 
Prague. “Phey likewile add, that the Saxons were 
to yoin the Army as Vo-morrow ; fo that, if his 
Pridian Majetty has a Mind to come to an Adtion, 
he will have an Opportunity of hghting immedi- 
ately ; but if he is rather inclined to avoid a Battle, 
in order to pain the Elbe, General Nadafti has Jn- 
ftructions to cut off all Convoys of Provifions, 
whch will foon obbge hun to abandon Prague, 
and the whole Kingdom of Bohemia. The 20th 
remains fixed for the Journey of the Queen, and 
of the Grand Duke, her Confort, to Hollitich, on 
the Frontiers of Hungary, in order to fee the two 
firit Columuas of the Hungarian Army, which com- 
pole together a Body of 25,000 Men, defile from 
thence. Some Detachments of Horfe.of the fame 
Nation, have already advane'd to the .Pafs of Jab- 
lunch, in order to force it, and thereby open the 
Way into sileha, Her Majefty being extremely 
fenhb'e of the great Zeal of Count John Palfy, 
who, notwithftanding his great Age, and many 
Jufirmities, bas refolved to put himfelf at the Head 
of the Hungarian Army, has fent hima fine Hortle, 
with wich Furniture, (which’ Horfe her Majetty 
us’d to ride) with a Gold hilted Sword fet with Dia- 
monds, and a Ring of great Value ; accompanied 
with the following Letter, in her own Writing : 

Father Palfi, 

© Receive this Horfe, worthy of beirtg mounted 
© by the molt faithiul of my Hungarians; accept 
* this Sword, to deiead me againft my Encmies ; 
* and take this Ring as a Mark of my Affection 
© tor you.’ Maria THERESA.

Private Letters from Frankfort fay, that an Exprefs was arrived 
there with the important News, that his Praffian Majeny had patied 
the River Sazaiva, and, on the 2ift, had abandoned Prague, in 
order to retire out of Bohemia with the utmoft Expedition. 

They write from Chamberry, of the 17th Inftant, N.S. that 
on the rgth the Princes were obliged to rafe the Sicge of Coni for 
want of Provifions, and were in tull Marclhtor Demont in order to 
repafs the Alps, 

According to the laft Advices from the King of Sardinia’s Camo, 
his Lofs appears to be much tefs then was reported, amounting to 
no more then Seven Officers, and 964 Soidiers kill’d, exclutive of 

150 Warrafdins and Croats, and 3i Odhcers wounded, with 1372 
private Men and 366 Croats. 

They write from Breflau, that the King of Pruffia has caufed s 
Medal to be ftruck, on his taking Prague; having on one Side the 
Plan ot the Town, with this Infcription; PRAGUE taken by tas 
Majefty the King of PRUSSIA, September 16, 17445 in the Exergue, 
For the third Time in three Years, On the Reverfo are all Sorts 
Military Trophies, with two Lines of Verte in the Germag Lan- 
guage, to the following Effc¢t.

Capt. Berjamin Kenney, in a Schooner called the Jolly Bumper, 
Burden yo Tons, ‘uiled about the 16th of June laft from the Ifland 
ot Nevis, with a Jarge Fleet under the Convoy of Commodore 
Knowles ; and about ten Davs afterthey met with 12 French Men 
ina Cannoe, who had taved themfelves after their Brigantine was 
blown up by Accident, and three of their Men kill’d. Capt. 
Kenney being weak-handed ( having only Mr. Harris, his Mate, 
Paul Arcy, a Sailor, and Nat March, a Boy) took one of the 
Prenchment, whofe Name was Francis Brefon, as a Sailor on board 
the faid Schooner ; who behav’d himfelf civily, and was kindly 
treated, till their ftriking Soundings on George’s Banks, onthe 
rath of July, about Two in the Morning ; when being on the 
Watch with Paul Arey, he took an Opporiunity, while Arey was 
at the Pump, and beat out his Brains with an Axe ; and im- 
mediately ftepping tothe Cabbin Door, called to the Captain to come 
up direétly, faying, Paul is fallen down upon the Deck, and is 
ulmoft dead ; and no fooner had the Captain put his Head out of 
the Cabbin Door, but he knock’d him down with the Axe. He 
then ran to the Forecaftle, andcall’d outto the Mate, Afr. Harris, 
come up tn & Moment, the Captain avants you ; upon which Harris 
look’d oat at the Scuttle, and Brefon beat out his Brains with the 
Axe; andthen call’d Nat, Ifyou for me, I nokill you, gowith me to 
Cape Breton ; and then bore away before the Wind. About half 
an Hour after Capt. Kenney revived, and crawl'd up to the Cabbin 
D- or; upon which Brefon took the Axe, and kneck'd the Captain 
down a iecond time into the Cabbin. He afterwards reviving 
azain, crawl’d out of the Cabbin upon Deck, were he lay fome 
time wallowing in his Blood. Brefon then ask'’d Nat wether he 
thould killhim ; who defir’d he would not, but let him pray to his 
God; which he did in a fenfible and earneft Manner. In abcut 
halfan Hour his Speech failed him, and then Brefon killed him with 
the Axe. About Two in the Afternoon, Brefon having drank very 
freely, laid himfelf down on the Quarter Deck, with the Axe under 
his Arm, and a long Knife hanging by his Side, and there fell 
afleep ; upon which March took the Axe, and kill’d him upon the 
Spot; and on the 15th of July, after many Difficulties rum the 
Vettel on Shoar between two Cliffs of Rocks, where the ftrack on 
atoulrocky Bottom. He remained almoft two Days on board pum- 
ping, to keep the Shooner free; after which the Butts flarted and 
fhe fill’d with Water. Then travelling for 16 Days by the Sea 
Shoar, not knowing upon what Land he was, and being almott 
fpent, and de{pairing of Life, he met with two Indians, who 
took him on board their Cannoe, and carried him to St. George’s, 
between New England and Nova Scotia; where, before Jabez 
Bradbury, Eiy; he made Oathto the Truth of the aforegoing. 
Whereupon Mr, Bradbury fent immediatly, and procured Captain 
Dennel’s Sivop, who went with the faid March and arriv'’d on the 
6th of AugOftwhere the Schooner was or Shoar, and fav’d what 
Wao rei pug of the Wreek, 

The Pyovidence, Ezekiel Hubbard, Mafter, bound from 
Peterfourgh to London, was ttranded foon after her failing, but the 
Crew faved.
